Jurists Won't interfere 
In Rock Island Plan; 
Nudists Suffer Setback 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (J& — The 


Supreme court declined today to 
interfere with the long-contested 
reorganization of the Rock Island 
railway. 


It likewise refused to touch a re- 


quest that an "anti-nudism" ordin- 
ance in Los Angeles be ruled an 
unconstitutional violation of per- 
sonal rights. 


In its railway case action, the 


court apparently cut a pattern for 
several similar cases in which dis- 
appointed creditors contend that 
wartime prosperity of the lines re- 
quires better treatment 
for the 


creditors. 


The ruling may set off a new drive 


for a change in Interstate Commerce 
commission policy on such reorgani- 
zations and for new railroad reor- 
ganization laws. 


Senator Reed (R-Kan) has 


bitterly 
criticized 
the 
plans 


worked out for a number of 
carriers, contending: that they 
unnecessarily "wipe out" the 


— -cfatims of many security-holders. 


At home in Kansas today, Reed 
declined to comment on the 
court's findings. He heads the 
Senate

committee which plans to re- 
sume Tiearings in November on 
railroad reorganizations. 


Senator Hawkes (R-NJ), who 


had 
criticized 
Reed 
as • having 


brought "outside pressure" on the 
ICC, hailed today's court ruling as 
providing a new basis for his "great 
respect for the Supreme court." 


Today's decision was a mere re- 


fusal to hear an appeal from a 
circuit court ruling in favor of the 
Rock Island plan. It came on a 
7-2 vote with Justices Frankfurter 
and Jackson contending that the 
court should find out how the ICC 
now views the Rock Island situation 
before disposing of the case.

Moreover, the 
offending substance may cause one re- 
action in one person and quite^ a differ- 
ent one in another For instance, over- 
sensitivity to food has many manifesta- 
tions, causing hives in one individual, 
asthma in a second and constant nasal 
discharge in a third. One rather strange 
result of this kind of allergy is an inflam- 
mation which appears only on the skin 
of the hands. 


This is known as eczematoid derma- 


'titis and. while it can be brought about 
by contact with soaps or oils used in 
industry or household world, it is most 
often due to oversensitivity to foods. 


This is proved by the fact that the 


rash can be eliminated in many people 
by getting rid of certain foods and made 
to reappear when these foods are again 
added to the diet. 


Food sensitivity should always be sus- 


pected when the inflammation takes the 
form of a red. itching rash made u'p of 
tiny blisters massed together in patches. 


Sometimes larger, pimple-like erup- 


tions occur on the palms. Rubbing causes 
these to break open and fluid oozes out, 
forming a crust. Later there may be 
cracking and scaling of the skm. 


This type of dermatitis gets worse in 


the fall, winter and spring, and is better 
in the summer. After it has cleared up. 
it tends to recur. The back of the hands 
or fingers are affected much more often 
than are the palms or spaces between 
the fingers. 


In attempting to determine as to the 


foods causing an eruption of this type, 
what is known as elimination diets may 
be used. These diets are made up of 
different types of foods. 


After using one group of foods, an 


examination is made to see if :he rash is 
getting better or worse. If it is ge::mg 
worse it means :ha: some of the foods 
in the die; may be responsible for the 
c o n d i t i o n ; then 
other

There are also • other means of ce- 


tectine the offending substance. One of 
these is known as skin testins. By this 
method, extracts of various foods are in- 
jected into the skin. Those to which the 
individual is sensitive will usually cause 
a large tiive to appear at the sire of in- 
jection. In this type of case, however, 
diet elimination tests give better and 
more certain results. 


Once a satisfactory d.e: ha.- been 


found, fne rash will begin to disappear, 
usually in about two weeks. Itching de- 
crease's and fewer new bikers, form.
